Firet installed on a trial basis 
early in the war years, the radio 
system has proven to be of 
great assistance to Canadian 
Utilities ‘employees in locating 
and eliminating trouble on the 
power lines, particularly during 
the thunderstorm periods in mid 
summer. It can, and has in 
many instaances limited the 
power break to a mater of min- 
utes insead of hours. 

This short wave system has 
been fully tested and proven, 
During the past summer thers 
were more electrical storms 
than for many years and  sub- 
sequently many more power in- 
terruptions from lightning strik 
ing the power lines and trans- 
formers. In practically every 
instance the power interruption 
was shortened by the use of the 
short wave radio, 

Service trucks located the 
burn-out, called Drumheller and 
if additional equipment for re-

line in remote areas requiring 
th power to be cut off from 
Drumheller for the few minutes 
needed for repairs or replaces 
ment, radio shortened the pow- 
er, interruption to a very few 
minutes.

High Prices, says B of M Head 


GEORGE SPINNEY URGES LESS GOVERNMENT

Addressing B of M shareholders a 
their 130th annual meeting, 
Spinney also pleaded for an immedi- 
ateé,- selective immigration program 
and a reduction in government spend- 
ing,.as possible aids to a more stable 
economy.

fashioned virtues of frugality are 
thoroughly consistent with the dic- 
tates of the most advanced economic 
theory. 

“The course now indicated the 
difficult and more courageous route 
of remorseless elimination of luxuries 
of governmental expenditure which 
represent an unnecessary demand on 
the taxpayer and on our productive 
resources,” Mr. Spinney said,

carving out a fuller life for them- 
selves in this country in which there 


are far too many empty spaces, if 
ever there was a time when Canada 
should press forward with an immi- 
gration program, that time is now,” 
he added.
